The degree of cold on the mornings of “s_ 


the 26th and 27th days of March was, for 
the season, unprecedented in the South, 
over a belt extending from middle Ken- 
tucky to southern Georgia and Alabama. 
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The unusual warm weather immediately 
preceding forced an early growth, which 
rendered vegetation very susceptible. 
Trees, plants and buds which start early in 
the nurseries, were seriously damaged. 
Peach buds, peach seedlings, Kieffer, Gar- 
ber and LeConte pears had made a growth 
of from one to three inches, and this was 
all killed back. 
one year Kieffers, LeContes and Garbers 
had to be cut back to the ground. Many 
things injured have shown remarkable 
powers of recovery. Peach seedlings, 
which were once thought beyond hope, are 
sprouting from the axils of the Cotyledons 
and will yet make a fair stand. Peach 
buds have suffered most, the damage to 
them being not less than 50 per cent. 
Japan Plum buds recover better, as their 
adventitious buds are quick to start. The 
buds of the Chickasaw and Americana 
sorts of plums, and cherries, were not ad- 
vanced and did not suffer, neither did the 
one year old trees of these varieties sus- 
tain any damage. Bartlett and other 
pears, except the Chinese type, were not 
advanced and suffered very littie. This 
Spring’s planting was not advanced and 
was very little affected. There was no 
injury to nursery stock in northern Flor- 
ida nor along the Gulf coast in Alabama 
and Mississippi, and the injury was very 
slight north of the Ohio river. Peach 
pits will be very scarce, as the peach crop 
will be almost a total failure throughout 
the territory usually depended upon for

Planting of a Liberty Tree. 


On April 19th a “liberty tree” was 
planted in historic soil in Golden Gate 
Park, San Francisco, by the Sequoia 
Chapter, California Lodge, of the Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution. The 
women of this organization have been 
gathering this soil for six months past. 

The anniversary of the battle of Lex- 
ington was chosen for the planting, and 
the first trowel full of earth used was from 


the memorable battleground. Thesecond 
installment of dirt was from the tomb at

Mount Vernon, where George and Martha 
Washington were first buried. The third 
trowel full of earth was from the grave of 
Marquis de La Fayette, from the Pichus, 
Paris, and was disposed of by M. L. de La 
Lande, Consul-General of France, who 
represented the French nation by an 
address. 

For six months the daughte s of the 
local branch of the society have been in 
correspondence with the people living 
near the great battle-fields of the revoiu- 
tion and the colonial church yards, asking 
for soil. Package after package has 
been raised from historic spots in the 
New England and the Middle States. 

The liberty tree will grow in earth from 
graves of ex-presidents, statesmen, war- 
riors, patriots, aud from battle-fields and 
spots of historic renown throughout the 
land. 


Northwestern Pomology. 


' Mr. C. W. Gurney, Concord, Neb., is the 
author of anew book just issued bearing 
the above titie. It is especiaily intended 
for the farmer and home-maker of the 
Northwest. Mr. Gurney has had an expe- 
rience of twenty-eight years as a nursery- 
man and orchardist, and he recites his 
observations and experiences in a pleas- 
ing, acceptable way. 


The Swiss government has, for the last 
twenty years. caused observations to be 
made through its forestry stations on the 
temperature of the air, of the trees and 
the soil in the forests. These observa- 
tions show that the temperature in the 
forests is always below the temperature 
outside. The temperature also varies ac- 
cording to the trees composing the for- 
ests. A beech forest is always cooler than 
a forest of larch. As to the trunks of the 
trees, they are always colder than the sur- 
rounding air. Regarding the tempera- 
ture of the soil, it is found that in the for- 
est the temperature is invariably below 
that of the air. Outside the forest the 
soil is always warmer than the air in sum- 
mer and colder in winter.—American Agri- 
culturis:. 


Rose culture is increasing in Bulgaria to 
such an extent that many of the peasants 
have abandoned grain culture to raise 
roses.

List of the Huntsville Wholesale Nurseries. 


Rates.—As we send this list to the trade only, 
we make the difference in prices between the 10, 
100 and 1000 rates very slight—simply sufficient, 
as arule, to cover the difference in the expense 
of handling in the smaller numbers. We uni- 
formly tie in bunches of 10, when consistent 
with the order, and we suggest to our customers 
to make their orders for varieties in multiples 
of 10 as far as practicable. Orders for 50 and 
not over 300 trees, if for not less than 10 of a 
variety, will be charged at the rate per hundred. 
Orders requiring 300 trees or more, and not less 
than 10 of a variety. will be filled at the lowest 
quoted prices. Orders for less than 10 trees of 
one variety, will be charged at the rate per ten. 


SEASON.—Our packing and shipping season 
begins by the 20th of September. and continues 
until about the first of March. 

We have great advantages to offer here in 
early shipments for the North in Spring. We 
do not accept orders for trees we do not grow, as 
we never buy trees to sell again. You can de- 
pend upon us for fresh dug trees. Each order 
is taken up separately, and not until it is 
wanted for shipment. 


SHIPPING DIRECTIONS.—We respectfully beg 
our patrons to furnish us with explicit direc- 
tions as to shipping, and the mode of conveyance 
by which they desire trees forwarded. Whenno 
particular directions are given, we forward 
according to the best of our judgment. But in 
no case do we assume any responsibility as to 
safe delivery and condition of Trees and Plants 
after a proper shipment by us. 


RELEASE.—When prepayment of freight is not 
required, we will Release and Guarantee, and 
take forwarder’s receipt and mail to consignee. 
{tis left to the option of the shipper of trees 
over some railroads, whether he will release 
them or not under the clause “Value less than 
$5.00 per 100 lbs.”” If released under this clause, 
the freight is less on roads governed by this 
classification,and we will assume it to be proper 
to make this release, without reference to the 
value of the trees, unless instructed to the con- 
trary. This clause does not apply upon roads 
under some of the district classifications, and 
because of this confusion we will not be held 
responsible for any oversight to release, unless 


instructed by our customers. Claims for delay

PACKAGES.—The cost of package must be 
added to the prices quoted in this list,as follows: 

Boxes 30 inches square, from 7% to 9 feet long, 
as the trees may require, each $2.50; boxes 24 
inches, $2.00; boxes 18 inches, $1.50; bales from 
25c. to 75c. each. 


PACKING.—Goods will be packed in moss, and 
especial care taken to insure their arrival in the 
best condition. 


ASSORTMENTS.— We do not require customers 
to take an assortment they do not wish, but will 
sell one variety alone if desired. If any substi- 
tution can be allowed, either in grade or variety, 
it should be so stated when making the order. 
As a rule we do not substitute without per- 
mission. 


CAUTION.—We accept all orders upon the con- 
dition that they shall be void, should any injury 
befall the trees from frost, hail, storm, fire. or 
otlicr causes over which we have no control. 


TermMs.—Cash. When desired, we will allow 30 
to 6) days from date of shipment, to responsible, 


prompt-paying customers. Parties with whom 
we have had no business transactions, will save 
time by sending reference, Bank, if possible, 
with order. We wish it expressly understood 
that payment is expected from the first collec- 
tions made, and the time named is only intended 
as sO many days of grace in which to make 
returns. To northern customers, who wish to 
lay in stock for Spring trade, we will ship late 
in Fall or early in Spring, and allow time for 
payment till May 15th.

ACCEPTANCE.—Notice should be sent us by tel- 
egraph, at our expense, if there is any cause of 
complaint,cr should the trees be refused, stating 
reasons. Claims for deduction, from whatever 
cause, will receive consideration only when made 
promptly upon the receipt of the trees. If trees 
show any signs of shrivelling upon arrival, they 
can usually be restored by being thoroughly 
watered and buried entirely under the ground 
for two or three days. Should there be any frost 
in the trees upon arrival, they should not be 
removed from the box until the frost is all out. 
The box should be placed in the cellar or pro- 
tected in some other way. The presence of 
frost in the boxes is not to be consid:red an 
evidence of bad condition. as we pack to 
secure the trees against damage, if the frost 
is allowed to come out in the natural way.
